The early belief that trees could not 
be successfully grown on the prairies 
has been thoroughly dissipated by the 
results attained by the forestry braneh 
of the. department of the interior in 
conjunction with the Canadian Fores 


try ASsociation during the past 
twenty-five years in distributing free 
to faypmers and others interested in 


promoting forest growth, trees, seed 


lings and cuttings for planting on thelr 


property, either as windbreaks or for 
ornamental purposes, When = this 
work commenced in 1901, the first 


distribution was made to. only twenty 
farmers, but since that time, by means 
of lectures, travelling demonstration 
the setting aside of an official 
holiday for the planting of trees, and 
other judicious methods of propaganda, 
the distribution has become wide- 
spread, and the number of new names 
added annually to

date, approximately 81,000,000 seed- 
lings and cuttings of broadleaf trees 
and nearly 1,400,000 young spruce and 
piay transplants have ‘been distribut- 
ed, This distribution represents the 
establishmeat of approximately 
thousand shelter belts. 

While a majority of the trees dis- 
tributed have been supplied to farm- 
ers, an endeavor has been made to in- 
terest others, and in this connection 
it is interesting. to note that many 
school grouods haye been planted With 
trees supplied from nursery stations 
of the government, In Saskatchewan, 
202 schools this spring were furnished 
with 155,000 seedlings and cuttings,

Determine Size Of Waves 
Matter of Speculation Decided by 
Specially Constructed Camera 

oo . about ocean waves fifteen 
yards and more in height, says a Ger-_ 
mian’ paper, are to. be classed with 
fairy tales. ‘The Tength and height of 
waves, always a source of much spec- 
ulaiion, have now been accurately de- 
termined by means of a specially eon- 
structed camera, according to the 
paper, and ordinary waves are from 
two _to four yards high. They may 
rise to nine yards in a so-called high 
sea, and even attain from ten to twelve 
yards in a violent gale. ‘The length 
of the largest wave—that is, from 
crest to crest—is described as about 
300 yards, while the time in which one 
wave replaces another is estimated at 
twenty seconds. The speed of a 
large wave, therefore, is about twenty 
yards a second, or phat. of an express 
train.

An Interesting Discovery 


South American Palm Seed 1s Found 
In Saskatchewan 

An object regarded as an oddly- 
shaped stone resembling a horse 
chestnut was found by Alfred Broste, 
farmer, of Court, ask., in 1913, while 
he was digging a well. 

Through the agency of Miss Kath- 
leen Hazell, teacher of a school near 
Court, Dean W. J. Rutherford, of the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Saskatchewan, has examined the ob- 
ject and has identified it as the seed 
of a palm tree found growing only 
in tropical climes, 

Professor B, T, Dickson, professor 
of biology of MacDougald College, 
Quebec, has confirmed this report, 
identifying the nut as fruit of a 
palm actually a native of . South 
America and known commonly as 
vegetable ivory. When found, the 
nut was. covered with a thin shell or 
husk. This alone was petrified, giv- 
ing the impression that the object 
was a stone. The kernel af the By 
was in a good state of, preservatioD.
